There-  was  an  increase  of  11  hous  s  within  the  Borough  during  1963. 
The  Rateable  Value  showed  an  increase  from  £28,091  to  £66,776,  while  the 
Penny  Rate  vent  up  from  £110  to  £2/2.  Again  as  a  point  of  interest, 
during  1953  the  Rateable  Value  was  £13,940  and  the  Penny  Rate  was  only 
£54  Is.  9d. 


The  nsin  causes  of  death  id  thin  the  Borough  vas  again  due  to  heart 
diseases,  this  being  the  general  cause  throughout  the  country.  It  is  em¬ 
phasised  that  a  veil  regulated  life,  a  moderate,  wcll-balanc: d  diet  and 
cxcercisc  could  reduce  such  incidents.  On  the  whole  the  community  enjoyed 
a  commendable  state  of  health.  No  epidemic  of  any  character  appeared 
among  the  inhabitants.  Such  a  favourable  condition  is  due  to  the  ex¬ 
cellent  and  rcconmc  ndablo  r,ork  and  co-operation  of  the  General  Practitioners, 
Health  Visitors  and  District  Nurse  s  ad  thin  the  Borough. 

The-  Public  Health  Inspector  reports  on  the  cnviromental  aspect  of  the 
Eorough.  It  is  recommended  that  not>,  should  be  made  upon  his  observations 
particularly  on  Public  Conveniences  and  the  Sudmming  and  Boating  Pool.  Concern, 
particularly  from  a  Public  Health  point  of  view,  mould  well  be  met  from  these 
sources.  If  their  existence  within  the  Borough  is  justified,  every  effort 
and  facility  should  be  at  hand  to  ensure  their  correct  function. 

The  circumstances  of  Pood  Hygiene,  is  of  a  satisfactory  standard. 

Again,  I  wish  to  thank  him  for  his  .  xc client  supervisions  and  compliment  him 
on  the  favourable  Public  Health  standard  of  the  Borough. 

The  year  closed  with  the  Sc war age  condition  about  to  be  improved. 
rfith  such  an  item  rectified  one  of  the  Plough's  oldest  cnviromental  pro¬ 
blems  wou'd  be  satisfactorily  solved.  Indeed,  the  futuro  Public  Health 
aspect  of  the  delightful  toim  seems  now  to  be  opening  up  to  very  favourable 
and  pleasing  curcumstanccs.  The  industry  and  concern  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspector  is  rec omrac ndable . 

I  wish  to  thank  tho  Clerk  for  his  sincere  and  pleasing  co-operation 
in  all  natters  concerning  the  health  onviroment  of  the  district.  Also, 
the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  interest,  con¬ 
fidence,  and  pleasant  co-opcrrtion.

B.C.G.  vaccination  is  carried  out  by  the  Chest  Physician  in  collaboration 
with  the  County  Medical  Officer  and  his  staff.  The  scheme  provides  for  tho 
vaccination  of  new-born  infants  bora  into  tuberculous  households  and  of 
tuberculin  negative  contacts  of  known  eases.

Refuse  Collection 

A  weekly  collection  continues  to  be  maintained  for  the  whole  of  the 
Borough  except  in  a  few  of  the  outlying  farms  from  which  refuse  is  collected 
fortnightly.  This  all  year  col  ection  is  supplemented  by  a  second  collection 
from  hotels  and  catering  establishments  during  the  three  sum.  er  months. 

As  the  replacement  of  the  refuse  collection  vehicle  became  necessary 
the  Menai  Bridge  U.D.  Council  (with  whom  we  had  been  sharing  the  .vehicle) 
decided  that  they  had  greater  reouirement  for  the  use  of  the  vehicle  than  what 
what  was  available  on  the  "Sharing  Basis"  and  the  arrangements  which  had  oper¬ 
ated  very  harmoniously  over  the  previous  eight  years  were  terminated.  A  sim¬ 
ilar  vehicle  was  purchased  -  a  Karrier  Bantam  7  Cub  yard  side  loader  -  because 
of  the  excellent  service  the  old  vehicle  had  given. 

Proper  control  of  the  refuse  tip  which  is  situated  within  the  area 
of  the  adjoining  authority  continued  to  present  some  difficulty.  However  it 
is  considered  that  conditions  were  reasonably  satisfactory.  Rodent  control 
was  effected  on  this  main  by  quick  acting  poisons  (Zinc  Phoside,  arsenic)  and 
for  a  follow  up  treatment  Warfarin  was  the  poison  of  choice. 

The  problem  ensuring  rigidly  "controlled"  tipping  was  considered  by 
the  Officers  concerned  with  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal  in  Anglesey  and. 
recommendations  relating  to  the  reduction  of  the  number  of  tips,  their  siting 
and  the  plant  considered  necessary  were  formulated  during  the  year.  The  pre¬ 
paration  of  the  final  recommendation  was  not  sufficiently  advanced  at  the  close 
of  the  year  for  a  report  to  be  submitted  to  the  Council.

Sewerage 

The  conditions  of  the  Sewerage  System  worsened  with  consequential 
problems.  Blockages  became  more  frequent  and  severe  and  demanding  of  men's 
time.  The  year  sa^  the  slow  but  steady  progress  towards  the  commencement  of  b 
the  new  schemes  and  it  was  hoped  that  Tenders  would  be  invited  early  in  1964. 


Street  Cleansing 

A  general  labourer  continues  to  be  employed  on  this  and  the  clean¬ 
sing  of  Public  Conveniences.  A  proportion  of  the  cost  of  cleansing  of  County 
Roads  continues  to  be  met  by  the  Anglesey  County  Council.  Although  regular 
attention  is  given  to  the  remainder  of  the  Town  this  is  not  frequent  enough 
to  give  as  high  a  standard  as  I  would  like  to  see .

HOUSING 


During  the  year  eleven  houses  were  built  at  Thomas  Close  providing 
accommodation  as  follows :- 

6-7  person  house 
5  person  house (s) 

4  person  house(s) 

This  was  the  first  experience  of  providing  tiro  bedroom  houses  and  as 
an  experiment  produced  very  satisfactory  results  because  it  was  found  possible 
to  house  families  without  children.  Because  of  the  fact  that  this  class  of 
applicant  they  would  under occupy  three  bedroom  houses  they  stiod  very  little  : 
chance  of  being  rehoused  otherwise.  An  analysis  of  families  shows  that  the 
origin  of  the  tenants  were  - 

1  -  Key-worker  of  local  industry. 

4  -  Sharing  houses. 

2  -  Substandard  houses  subject  to  action  under  the  Housing  Acts. 

2  -  Under  "notice  to  quit". 

2  -  Overcrowded  houses  (one  overcrowded  under  the  Housing  Acts). 

In  addition  4  other  families  were  rehoused.  At  the  commencement  of 
tho  year  there  were  no  private  houses  under  construction  and  at  the  close  of 
the  year  there  were  three. 

The  Housing  Waiting  List  stands  at  40  applicants  for  houses  and  32 
applications  for  Old  Persons  Bungalows. 

There  has  been  a  small  but  significant  increase  in  the  general  stand¬ 
ard  of  housing  in  the  Borough  most  of  which  arises  from  the  pressure  of  demand 
rather  than  as  a  result  of  formal  action  under  the  Housing  Acts.  The  pattern 
is  for  a  tenanted  house  to  fall  vacant,  for  the  owner  to  sell  and  for  the  nex* 
owner  to  recondition.
